One-Third of Business Houses of 
Town Demolished and Scores of 
Residences in Ruins—De- 
tails of the Horror 
Very Meager. 


Dallas, Tex., April %—A_ telephone 
message from Morgan, Tex., has just 
been received here which states that a 
tornado passed over Glenrose, a small 
town in Somervell county, between 5 and 
6 o'clock this evening, killing seven per- 
sons, injuring forty more and demolish- 
dng much property.

NEGROES BOMBARD THE LAW. 


First Step Taken Toward Testing 
Aiabama Constitution. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 28.—The first 
Btep was taken today by the negroes of 
Alabama toward testing the new consti- 
tution of the state. 

Nelson Bibb, an aged negro, made 
affidavit before a n@tary that he had 
been denied the right to register, al- 
though alleging that he complied with 
all of the qualifications exacted by the 
constitution. 

It is said that this affidavit will be 
used by Wilford H. Sm‘th, a negro law- 
yer from New York, who is here, in 
filling a bill in the United States district 
court declaring that the consfitution of 
Alabama is contrary to the federal con- 
stitution. If he igs unsuccessful ‘n the 
lower court the case will be appealed to 
the United States supreme court. 

The Colored Man’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion was organized here about a: month 
ago. It ha&S issued an appeal to the ne. 
groes of the state to subscribe $2,000 to 


pay the costs of contesting the new in- 
strument.

Their Friends.

ASHINGTON, April 28.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—Neither the sugar trust 


y : nor the beef trust is exhibiting 


any concern over the talk of legislation 
against these trusts in particular, or 
other trusts, by the present congress. 

The trusts know that with republican 
control of both branches of congress 
they are in the hands of their friends. 
The threats of investigation into the 
monopolieg controlling meats and other 
food supplies do not worry in the least 
the men whose manipulation is respon- 
sible for the high prices against which 
the entire country is complaining. 

The sugar refining trust has not turned 
a hair because of the action of the houge 
in tacking the differential amendment on 
the Cuban reciprocity bill. It is true that 
the action of the house caused a flurry 
in Wall street and that there was a 
slight slump in sugar trust shares, but 
this was due entirely to the manipulation 
of the outside traders and did not at all 
affect the sugar trust magnates. They 
are confident that the republicans of the 
senate will never allow that amendment 
to remain on the bill and that they are 
In absolutely no danger. | 

Republicans Silent on Meat Trust. 

As yet not a single republican has been 
found in either house of congress with 
nerve enough to even introduce resolu- 
tions calling for an investigation into the 
methods of the manipulators of food 
stuff prices. Mr. McDermott, of New Jer- 
sey, a democrat, has introduced a Dill 
to take off the existing tariff on meats 
and poultry with the idea that this might 
give some relief to the consumer. There 
is little chance of this being given even 
serious consideration by the republican 
majority on the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house, and if the thing is al- 
lowed to get up at all it will be met 
with an avalanche of protest that the 
removal of these particular duties would 
be a great blow at the beloved Ameri- 
can farmer. As a matter of fact, the be- 
loved American farmer gets no benefit 
from this tariff. The American cattle 
raiser must sell his product to the houses 
of the packers’ combine, and that com- 
bine absolutely fixes the price that will 
be paid for beeves. The only person who 
gets a benefit from this tariff is the 
trust magnate. But if the matter should 
be allowed to get before the ways and 
means committee at all, we will have the 
Interesting spectacle of the republican 
leaders declaring that the removal of the 
tariff will be a blow at the American 
farmer, although only last week thev 
were equally certain that a reduction of 
the tariff on raw sugar would not at all 
affect the American beet sugar grower, 

Democrats Alone Are Active. 

So far every move designed to throw 
light upon the causes of the abnormally 
high prices for meats has come from 
the democratic § side. Some time ago 
Mr. Thayer, of Massachusetts, intro- 
duced a resolution calling for informa- 
tion from the department of justice as 
to what steps were being taken, if anv, 
to investigate and proceed against the 
beef trust. About this time Attorrev 
General Knox wrote a letter stating that 
some district attorney, name not given, 
had been instructed to investigate. There 
was nothing tu indicate that there was 
any vigor back of the movement to in- 
vestigate and the only development since 
has been the report of the committee to 
which the resolution was referred, which 
committee declared in effect that there 
was no need to adopt Mr. Thayer's reso- 
lution, because the attorney general's let- 
ter made it unnecessary. 

Representative Richardson's resolution 
requesting the ways and means commit- 


tee to investigate and report a bill that 
would remedy existing conditions has 
been referred to the ways and means 
committee, where it ig pretty certain to 
slumber sweetly with no evidence what- 
soever of legislative insomnia. 


One Effect of These Efforts. 

While all of these resolutions and bills 
will be put to sleep in committees, the 
effect of their introduction may be to 
emphasize to the country the fact that 
if there js to be any checking .of the 
trusts it must come from the democratic 
party. The republicans can be relied 
upon to oppose any and all efforts on 
this line by rafising the cry of protec- 
tion; uttering and reiterating the de- 
mand that there must be no disturbance 
of business conditions such as would 
follow attempts at tariff revision. It is 
true that a few men on the’ republican 
side are able to look far enough ahead 
and see that failure to revise the tariff 
means unlimited trouble ahead for the 
republican party, but the majority of 
republicans are governed by the. “‘let 
weH enough alone’ argument of the 
beneficiaries of the existing tariff rates 
who have waxed and grown fat under 
Dingleyism. 

The threats of tariff revision made by 
republican leaders of the senate are 
only . amusing. These gentlemen are 
proceeding on the theory that they are 
dealing with a lot of green amateurs 
when they threaten such men as McMil- 
lan and Burrows of Michigan, Spooner 
of Wisconsin, Elkins of West Virginia, 
Jones and Stewart of Nevada, Mitchell 
of Oregon and others who are opposed 
to the administration Cuban bill. These 
men. know, as well as Lodge and AI- 
drich and Hanna know, that there is 
no danger of the republicans in the 
senate opening up a tariff fight. They 
know that if there is one thing which 
the republicans fear more than any 
other it is the tariff question. 

Afraid of the Issue. 

The wise men on the republican side 
fear that all of this agitation is going 
to work .an tnjury to the republican 
party in that it will make prominent 
the tariff question. The republican pol- 
iticlans—and there are none better in 
the country—belleve there is much more 
danger to thefr party in a tariff issue 
than in an dssue made out of the Phil- 
ippines. The growth of the trusts have 
produced a greatly increased demand all 
over the country for a radical revision 
of the tariff laws which make these 
trusts possible. 

There have been rumblings of crti- 
cism.against trusts before, but these 
have been nothing compared with the 
outbreak of public indignation following 
the stupendous advances in the price 
of meats and other foodstuffs. In other 
countries advances of this kind have 
almost invariably been followed by seri- 
ous disturbances which have threatened 
the governments. There is no likelihood 
of anything of that kind in this country 
where the people have the opportuntty 
to express their views at the ballot box, 
but there is a very great likelihood 
that public attention will be drawn anew 
to the tariff atrocities through the bur- 
dens placed upon he people by the 
trusts, and that the American people 
will sweep out of power the party re- 
sponsible for these trusts and their op- 
pressions. 

Trust Issue Coming to the Front. 

Everything is conspiring to force the 
trust issue to the front to shape the 
campaign of this year upon tariff lines. 
The knowledge that this sort of trouble 
is pending ts, in some measure at least, 
responsible for the bad feeling which 
the republicans are manifesting toward 
one another.

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SMITH IS DENOUNCED 
BY SENATOR SIMMONS 


ASHINGTON, April 28.—After a 
W vx discussion today, the senate 

agreed to the house amendments 
to the oleomargarine bill as passed by 
the senate. The measure now goes to the 
president for his signature. An effort 
was made by Mr. Teller, of Colorado, to 
amend the measure so as to levy a tax of 
10 per cent of the capital or assets upon 
any butter trust that might be formed; 
but it was defeated. 28 to 23. 

When consideration of the Philippine 
government bill was resumed Mr. Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, addressed the 
senate in opposition to the measure. He 
referred to the treatment of Cuba by the 
United States, and said he had no dis- 
position to discuss the motives of the re- 
publican party in pursuing one line of 
policy toward Cuba and an opposite pol- 
icy toward the Philippines. He believed 
such discussion would be unprofitable. In 
his judgment, there was no justification 
in morals, in public policy or in the con- 
dition ‘of the two peoples for the differ- 
entiation in their treatment. There was 
no reason in his mind why independence 
should be granted to the Cubans and 
denied to the Filipinos. 

Purpose of Republicans. 

He said it evidently was the purpose 
of the republican party ‘to retain the 
Philippine islands permanently, but he did 
not believe the subject had been settled 
finally by the American people. Person- 
ally, he had no doubt that the islands 
ought to be turned over to their inhab- 
itants, as he felt that they were entire- 
ly capable of establishing a proper gov- 
ernment, although they might not be 
capable of establishing and maintaining 
sich a government as ours. 

The Filipinos, by heredity, he thought, 
were not fitted for our kind of govern- 
ment. He said that the negro in this 
country had been afforded ample oppor- 
tuntty to participate in our form of gov- 
ernment, ‘‘yet,’’ said he, ‘“‘those who are 
most familiar with the negro’s condition 
xnow today that he is little better pre- 
pared for the discharge of the duties of 
citizenship than he was in the beginning.” 
The negro suffered, he said, from a de- 
fect of heredity. 

Mr. Simmons discussed the 
the ‘‘water cure,’’ of the burning of 
towns and of reconcentration. He de- 
clared there was no doubt as to the 
truthfulness of the charges against the 
American army of cruelty, inhumanity 
and barbarity; in fact, said he, it was 
now organized cruelty and _  barbarity, 
and not merely isolated instances 
of torture. He .referred to the 
order issued by General Smith to make 
the island of Samar a “howling wWiiuer- 
ness,’’- and to slay all male inhabitants 
over ten years of age. 

Herod’s Infamous Order. 

“No order recorded in all history,” he 
declared, ‘‘paralleled that order except 
that of Herod, the king, when he com- 
manded that all the male children who 
were in Bethlehem and in all the coasts 
thereof from two years and under should 
be slain in order that he might the more 
securely compass the death of Him of 
whom it was said, He came to be the 
King of the Jews, the Christ.‘and Savior 
of mankind.”’ 

“T feel,”’ he continued, “like calling 
upon the great, brave and humane man 
now in the white house to probe these 
things to the bottom, and at least to 
make them -odious.’’ 

In discussing the agricultural situation 
in the Philippines, Mr. Simmons. con- 
fessed to a feeling of alarm for his

ASHINGTON, April 28.—Repre- 
W sentative Sibley, of Pennsylvania, 
created something of a sensation 
in the house today during the general 
debate on the agricultural appropriation 
bill by severely denouncing General Ja- 
cob H. Smith for the orders he issued in 
the Samar campaign.

Herod Again Appears. 

He then continued:

So Chairman Foss Asserts in 
Presenting Naval Pro- 
gramme to House. 


VERY FEW OF OUR SHIPS 
OF ANY FIGHTING VALUE 


Report Says That Ships of the Bat- 
fle Line Determine the Naval 
Strength of a Nation. 

Six New Ships 
Urged. 


Washington, April 28.—The naval pro- 
gramme for 1903, as presented in the 
naval appropriation bill and accompany- 
ing report filed today by Chairman Foss, 
of the house naval committee, is one of 
unusual interest. ‘ The report does not 
take as optimistic a view of our naval 
prowess as is generally held and Mr. 
Foss points out that comparatively few 
of our ships-have any real fighting value. 
He accompanies this with a statement 
of the enormous. naval armament and 
programmes of other countries, particu- 
larly Germany. 

Strength of the Navy. 

It is shown by the report that the total 
numb¢§ of vessels of our navy, built and 
building, is 138, and the total cost will be 


$235,082,209. The report adds: 

‘While we have built and are building, 
all toid, 188 ships, yet comparatively few 
of them have any real fighting value. 
Our naval prowess lies almost entirely 
in our eighteen battle ships, eight ar- 
mored crulsers and twenty-one protect- 
ed cruisers. The rest of our ships would 
cut but little figure in actual war. Ships 
of the battle line practically alone deter- 
mine the naval strength of a nation.’’- 

Referring to the foreign naval pro- 
gramme, thesreport says: 

“Of all the countries, Germany haa 
been building during the last few years 
faster than any of the others. Her ship 
buulding programme started in 1898, and 
will be completed in 190%; possibly in 1907, 
instead of 1916, as first planned. This 
programme will give her in all 38 battle 
ships, 14 large cruisers, 38 smaller cruis- 
‘ers and 9§ torpedo boats. After the com- 
pletion of this programme the plan con- 
templates new constructions to replace 
ships which, though still serviceable, 
may have reached the prescribed age 
limit.”’ 

New Ships for Our Navy. 

Concerning new ships for our navy, the 
report says: 

“The committee recommended that for 
the purpose of further increasing the 
naval establishment of the United States, 
the president have constructed two first- 
class battle ships, carrying the heaviest 
armor and most powerful ordnance for 
vessels of their class upon a trial dis- 
placement of about 16,000 tons, and to 
have the highest: practicable speed and 
great radius of action, and to cost, ex- 
clusive of armor and armament, not ex- 
ceeding $4,212,000 each; two first-class ar- 
mored cruisers of about 14,500 tons trial 
displacement, to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not exceeding $4,659,009 
each, and two gunboats of about 1,000 
tons trial displacement, 

“In view of the fact that there is some 
public sentiment favorable to building 
ships in our government navy yards, it 
has been deemed advisable by the com- 
mittee to insert a provision in the ap- 
propriation bill of this year leaving it in 
the discretion of the secretary of the navy 
to build any or all ships in government 
yards, but making it mandatory on him 
to congtruet at least one battle ship or 
one armored cruiser in such navy yard 
as he may designate, as an experiment; 
and it is further provided that he shall 
keep an accurate account of all expendi- 
tures for labor and material in the in- 
spection and construction of such ship 
and report to congress at each session, 
and upon the completion of said ship he 
shall make a detailed report showing the 
relative cost of one built by the govern- 
ment and one by contract. 


To Get Line on Costs. 

‘It is believed by your committee that 
nothing short of an experiment of ‘his 
kind will show whether private contract- 
ors have. been reasonable in their bids, 
furthermore to be used as a bass for 
future guidance in the continued con- 
Btruction of Our navy. An appropriation 
of $175,000 is recommended for each yard 
in which a ship ig built. 

“The complete cost of the two first- 
class battle ships, two first-class armored 
cruisers and two gunboats, with total 
tonnage of 68,000 tons, will approximate 
$29,500,000. These battle ships and cruisers 
will be larger than heretotore authorized 
by congress, and the plans recommended 
by the board of construction have al- 
ready excited the favorable comment of 
the naval authorities abroad. The com- 
mittee is of the opinion that in recom- 
mending the above naval programme it 
is making a substantial and healthy in- 
crease of our navy, and one which will 
meet everywhere with popular favor.’”’ 

The detailed statement shows that the 
appropriation bill carries $77,659,386, which 
Js slightly below the appropriation made 
last year, : 

The bill provides as follows for navy 
yards and docks: Norfolk, $344,000; Key 
West, $938,000; Pensacola, $2,500; New Or- 
feans, $339,000; Charleston, $250,000.

JURY AFTER DBLINQUENTS 


Lawyers Who Owe Professional Tax 
Will Be Reported. 


AN INVESTIGATION IS BEGUN

The Grand Jury Has Asked for a 
List of All Who Have 
Not Paid. 


The Fulton grand jury is again after 
lawyers and professional men who fail 
to pay their professional taxes. 

The county tax collector has been 
asked to furnish the members of the 
grand jury with the names of all per- 
sons who are iiable for this tax and 
who heye not. paid. It is understood 
that thé st will be a bong one. 

In B case of attorneys the tax 
amounts to $10 each every year and 
the names of all delinquents will be re- 
ported to the judge of the superior 
court, who is authorized to revoke their 
licenses and debar them from further 
practice, 

Lawyers who fall to pay their pro- 
fessional tax cannot, according to law, 
demand fees for service and the report 
of the grand jury will doubtless cause 
a flurry in court circles. It may be 


remembered that a similar crusade was 
waged several years ago and a number 


of attorneys were reported. Since that. 


time nearly all the lawyers who figured 
in that investigation paid their tax and 
have continued to do so. 

A short time ago a case was thrown 
out of the justice courts because it was 
discovered that*ta~ lawyer imterested in 
the case had not paid his professional 
tax and therefore was not entitled to 
represent his client legally. The grand 
jury is determined to bring all the de- 
linquents to a reaNzation of their in- 
debtedness to the county and. the pres- 
ent crusade is expécted to bear fruit 
of a substantial variety. It seems that 
there are a number of other professional 
men who are liable for this tax and they 
will be required to pay it without delay. 

When the first investigation was be- 
gun some years ago one of the physi- 
cians whose name appeared on the list 
declared he was a resident of an ad- 
joining county and. tmd always. paid: his 
.trofessional tax. He. was . very much 
exercised over the: affair and later 
brought suit for damages against those 
who had reported him, claiming that 
he had been wrongfully accused and 
that his reputation had been injured.

BURNED TO THE WATER’S EDGE. 


Schooner Raymond Destroyed at Sea 
but Crew Saved. 

Philadelphia, April 28.—According to the 
statement of Captain Orchard, of the 
British steamer Murcia, which reached 
this port this afternoon from Huelva, the 
schooner Henry J. Raymond, lumber la- 
den, Norfolk to New York, has been 
burned at sea. Captain Orchard says 
that he fell in with the Raymond on Sun- 
day morning, south by east, 9 miles from 
the Five Fathom bank light. The 
schooner was waterlogged and burned 
almost to the water’s edge. Nothing was 
seén of the crew of the burned vessel. 

The derelict lies directly in the path 
of coastwise vessels and is dangerous to 
navigation. 

Providence, R. I., April 28.—The captain 
and crew of seven men from the wrecker 
two-masted schooner Henry J. Raymond 
reached this port today on the steamer 
Dorchester. 

She was built thirty-four years ago in 
Bath, Me., and was the property of C. 
Knowlton, of Berkley, Va. 

Her register was 180 tons gross. She 
was not insured.

United States Urges Mexico To De- 
liver Alleged Briber. 
Washington, April 2.—The state de- 
partment has some correspondence with 
the government of Mexico respecting the 
case of Ex-Councilman Kratz, who is a 
fugitive. from justice from St. Louis, 
charged with bribery. The man was ar- 
rested and locked ug at Guadalajara, buy 
as the offense Is not one of the offenses 
named in the treaty as subject to extra- 
dition the department has been trying to 
procure his delivery to the Missouri au- 
thorities as a matter of comity. The 
Mexican authorities bave suggested that 
they will do this only upon the under- 
standing that the United States govern- 
ment will reciprocate when occasion 
arises. This is impossible, for no Amert- 
can court could deliver a fugitive from 
Mexican justice if his offense is not. set 
out in the extratfition treaty. An effort 
may be made to. secyre the. punishment 

of Kratz by the Mexican courts. 

St. Louis, April 28.—Chief of .Detectives 
William Desmond and Detective Thomas 
McGrath left tonight for the City of 
Mexico to bring back Charls Kratz, ex- 
city councilman, indicted for bribery and 
a fugitive from justice, who is under ar- 
rest in Guadalajare, Mexico. It is belieyv- 
ed that when the St. Louis officers reach 
the Mexican capital all will have been 
arranged for the surrender of Kratz,

President Will Turn His At- 
tention Seriously to Ap- 
pointments in State. 


SAVANNAH STILL MAKING 
FIGHT AGAINST DEVEAUX 


Cotton Exchange Wires Protest to 
the President—Blun Likely To 
~ Win the Postoffice Fight. 
Rome Postoffice Mat- 
ter Not Settled.

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)—The 
indieations are that President Roosevelt 
will within a few days turn his attention 
seriously to certain Georgia appoint- 
ments which have been hanging fire for 
some time. The most important of these 
are the collectorship and the postmaster- 
ship at Savannah. 

At the request of citizens of Savannah, 
Senator Clay saw the president and he 
said he would make no appointment to 
the collectorship until he had given full 
consideration to the action taken by the 
mass meéting held in that city today to 
protest against the reappointment of 
Collector Deveaux. 

Roosevelt and Deveaux. 

More than once during the past three or 
four months the president has announced 
his determination to reappoint Deveaux. 
What difference the action of the mass 
meeting may make is yet to he deter- 
mined. The president has said that De- 
veaux has made a good officer and de- 
serves reappointment. It is understood 
that one reason why he has not sent in 
the name before this is that he desired to 
make a number of Georgia appointments 
at the same time so that the appointment 
of one negro in the lot would hardly 
be singled out for the same amount of 
criticism as it might ‘call forth if sent 
in by itself. 

One of the hottest fights tn which Geor- 
gia republicans have been engaged is 
that over:the Savannah postoffice. Both 
postmaster Doyle and Lieutenant Blun, 
his opponent, are here, and each is bring- 
ing to bear all of the influence at his com- 
mand. Doyle had a long talk with the 
president, today... The -indications have 
been that Blun would be appointed, but 
four years ago Doyle’s rabbit foot was 
sufficiently potent to get in the office even 
after Blun’s name had been sent in to 
the senate. Doyle has an especially warm 
friend in Senator Hanna, but the Ohio 
Senator is not taking the same interest 
in southern matters that he once did. It 
is understood that Blun’s appointment 
papers have already been made out at 
the postoffice department, but Doyle has 
not given up hope by any means. 

Rome Fight Very Warm. 

The contest over the Rome postoffice 
is becomng decidedly lively. Assistant 
Postmaster Helm, who has the indorse- 
ment of the local republican organiza- 
tion, is here and believes he has reason 
to expect the appointment. A. S. Harvey, 
a well-Known republican, who is a%so0 
an applicant, is on hand with hopes. 
Colonel D. B. Hamilton, who has been 
here in the interests of Colonel Harper, 


left today for Georgia; believing: that. tHe | 
indications are favorable té the dppoint- | 


ment of His man. Colonel Hamilton had 
very satisfactory interviews with the 
Officials of the postoffice department and 
belleved that the wishes of the bonds- 
men of the late postmaster and of Mrs. 
Hamilton, the widow of Postmaster 
Hamilton, will be followed when the 
appointment is made. While the organi- 
zation has heretofore felt certain that 
Captain Helm wou]Jd be appointed and 
the papers for his appointment had been 
sent to the white house, it is evident 
that the opposition has succeeded in hold- 
ing up the appointment and there is a 
possibility that he may not win. 

It has been expected that Major Han- 
Son would be in Washington before. this 
in the interest of Mr. VanDyke, whom 
he ‘has indorsed, but mobody seems to 
know when he is coming. VanDyke’s 
strength seems to He in Major Hanson’s 
indorsement. It is certain that if Helm 
is appointed an effort will be made to 
prevent his confirmation.. Other appli- 
cants aire using this against him, but 
as several of them hope to inherit the 
organization support they are not fight- 
ing him openly. 

Savannah Protests Against Deveaux. 

Savannah, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—A 
protest against the reappointment of 
J. H. Deveaux, colored, to the post of 
collector of customs of the port of Sa- 
vannah was made by the. Savannah 
cotton exchange, which held a special 
meeting today for that purpose. A reso- 
lution of several hundred words length 
was wired to the president, asking him 
not to appoint a colored man to the

position. Several white men are appli- 
cants, but the meeting was not held on | 
behalf of any of them. It was decided | 
to send a copy of the resolution to each 
senator and congressman from Georgia. 
The following is an extract from the 
resolution: 

‘It ¢s not sufficient that the routine 
business of the custom house be trans- 
acted in an unexceptional manner, for 
we assume that such business could 
have been done equally well had the 
collector personally remained absent 
from the city during the entire perfod. 
As far as concerns the higher functions 
of the office, those which make it a 
sition of dgnity and impcrtance, 
Office, for all practical purposes, might 
as well be vacant as to be filled by a 
person of color. 

“Resolved, That we are seeking to 
neither support the interests or Gaims 
of any individual faction or party 
whatever: but we respectfully request 
that the president will not dsregard 
what we firmly and positively declare 
to the the best interests of this city and 
port and that he will appoint as col- 
lector of the port a white man, possess- 
ing the necessary business qualifica- 
tions and standing.’’ 


DEPOSITS IN NATIONAL BANKS. 


Secretary Shaw Will Increase Them 
on Ist of May. 
Washington, April 28.—Secretary Shaw 
said today that on May 1 he would in- 
crease the deposits in national bank de- 
positories by three or four million dollars. 
He also will designate a few additional 
depositories. It is understood that no 
further increase in deposits will be made 
after May 1, as the repeal of the war rev- 
enue act is expected to result In a sharp 
decrease in the government receipts from 
the beginning of the fiscal year when the 

law will go into operation.

row spoke In part as follows: 

“We have met today to keep alive the 
memories of your comrades who have 
fought the good battle of life: to renew 
the ties of friendship among the honored 
living. When we praise either the living 
or dead confederate, we glorify our- 
Selves; when we speak of his ‘brilliant 
achievements and invincible courage, we 
feel a thrill of pride that stirs us onward 
and upward to the heights of true man- 
hood and true womanhood. 

“I have no memories of my own that 
can carry me back to the sixties... My 
own experience only enables me to speak 
of the wonderful achievements wrought 
by this remnant of brave men, after they 
had returned from the battle grounds to 
retrieve in peaceful fields the wrecked 
fortunes of a proud people. 

‘* have witnessed the brain and. brawn 
of the veteran as he has builded cities; 
I have watched his patriofism,, his pluck 
and energy, preserve them through. tifhes 
of financial] distress. In times of peace, 
to my persona] Knowledge, he has been 
the embodiment of all those~-virtues that 
make the perfection of humanity and 
ally man to heaven. You know too well 
what he was in times of our war. Would 
that I could share with you those mem- 
ories—the memories of that cowntless 
number, around whose graves this whole 
southland today has assembled to do 
honor. 

‘You did not provoke this difficulty, but 
only exercised the God-given right to 
defend yourselves and your  principics. 
Had you .not done s0, you would not 
have been worthy of your high creation. 
And for your doing so, rm@ man need to 
apologize.That you did your full duty, no 
man can doubt. And, my fellow-country- 
men, when you see desolation every- 
where, when you feel forlorn over broken 
fortunes and disappointed hopes, when 
you know that life can only mean for 
you toil and poverty, go and read that 
record! 

“But 


it would not become me here to 
question the sincerity of the men who 
fought against you. In the sentiment of 
a learned jurist, we can differ ard both 
be honest, we can differ and now both 
be friends, we can differ 
affairs and both be worshipers of the 
same true and living God. The Anglo- 
Saxon blood that flows throughout fie 
veins of the American people has made 
such a thing possible. The divine el2- 
ment in man, that mighty combination 
of love, justice, truth and reverence, tells 
us to let the past bury with its dead the 
ilis and hard feelings of those former 
days. And it is well.”

-ploded and Stark fell, expiring instantly.

Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company Is After Postash 
Works in Germany, 


OPTIONS ARE OBTAINED 
ON TWO POTASH PLANTS 


These Are All Outside the Great 
Potash Syndicate—Agents of the 
American Combine Making 
Persistent <fforts To 
Gain a Foothold. 


Berlin, April 283.—The Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company, which is a large 
buyer of German potash, has been try- 
ing to acquire some works in the Hano- 
ver potash district. These negotiations 
are the only basis for the report that the 
company is seeking to acquire control 
of the entire German potash industry. 

The Virginia-Carolina Company has 
obtained options on two potash compa- 
nies and has received offers of sale from 
or inqujfed the price of several other 
companies. These are all small con- 
cerns and outside of the great potash 
Syndicate, the ten associated properties 
of which are Valued at 225,000,000 marks 
(about $56,250,000). The Prussian govern- 
ment also owns potash fields of equal 
value. 

Agents of the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical Company are making persistent ef- 
forts to gain a foothold in the potash 
industry here, and Dr. Schmeider, the 
company’s attorney, is examining into 
the titles of potash properties for them. 
Half of the potash produced fn Ger- 
many is sent to the United States and 
it is believed thut large intermediate 
profits could be saved if the American 
importers owned mines here. 

The Disconto Gesellschaft is finan- 
cially interested in potash, and a rep- 
resentative of this company has said 
he does not believe the American com- 
pany will be successful in obtaining 
control of any potash concerns except 
those outside of the syndicate. .

Robert F. Wynne, commanding the 
marine guard of the Chicago; Robert E. 
Ledbetter. assistant surgeon of the 
Chicago; Lieutenant John §8. Doddridge, 
of the Chécago, and a marine named Wil- 
fred Langley, who were arrested Friday 
night on the charge of disorderly con- 
duct, were brought up at the San Marco 
police court here today. Captain Wynne 
was sentenced to four months and ten 
days’ imprisonment. The other prison- 
ers were sentenced to three months’ 
tmprisonment. All the prisonefs * were 
sentenced to pay costs and damages. 

At their trial in the San Marco police 
court the prisoners admitted that they 
were intoxicated when the disorders oc- 
curred and pleaded that they acted in 
self-defense when mobbed by the crowd. 
The public prosecutor demanded a sen- 
tence of seven months’ jmprisonment for 
Assistant Surgeon Ledbetter and sen- 
tence of six months’ imprisonment for 
the others. 

It is understood the prisoners wif! pay 
the costs of the trial and compensate 
the persons who sustained injuries as a 
result of their disorderly conduct. Two 
of the injured persons claim £160 ($800) 
each.

According to a special dispatch from 
Rome the American’ officers arrested at 
Venice on Friday asserted that they 
simply tried to free themselves for de- 
fense against some people exasperated 
by their involuntary upsetting of ta- 
bles. They denied the charge of rebel- 
lion against the police. 

The commander of the Chicago, Cap 
tain James H. Dayton, accompanied by 
the American consul, visited the prefect 
of Venice and expressed regret at the 
incident. Captain Dayton also ordered 
all the men of the cruiser who were 
ashore on eave to return on board the 
Chicago. He also took energetic meas- 
ures to prevent further disorders and 
threatened severe punishment. A’ num- 
ber of windows are alleged to have been 
smashed by drunken American sailors 
and it has been asserted that there was 
much resentment against the Ameri- 
cans. One man ts said to have been 
badly injured in the row that led to 
the arrest of the officers who were sen- 
tenced yesterday. 

Commander Beehler, the United States 
naval attache to Germany, Austria and 
Italy, who was in Venjce at the time, 
‘fs quoted as expressing great chagrin 
at the officers’ misbehavior. He § said 
that they enjoyed no special privileges 
ashore and would be judged according 
to the laws of Italy. Afterwards, if 
fcund guilty, they would be tried by 
courtmartial on the charge of conduct 
Unbecoming officers and gentlemen. 

May Be Victims of a Trick. 


Washington, April 2.—Captain Day- 
ton, of the Chicago, has so far made no 
report to the navy department respect- 
ing the trouble ‘which has arisen at 
Venice resulting in the arrest of some 
of the officers of the ship on a charge 
of misdemeanor. It is said at the. de- 
partment that it is not customary for 
Such incidents to be reported by cable, 
as the commander cf the station, who 
in this case happens to be Captain 
Dayton himself until the arrival of Ad- 
miral Crowninshteld, always deals with 
them on his own account, and reports 
by mail.

PREACHER JOINS IN THE RAID. 


North Carolina Minister Proves a 
Terror to Moonshiners. 

Raleigh, N. C., April, 28.—(Special.)—A 
year ago Rev. J. F. Jordan, a rural 
Baptist preacher of Transylvania coun- 
ty, hed a raid against moonshiners and 
helped destroy a still. He and a num- 
ber of the best people in his section have 
made another raid and destroyed three 
illicit distilleries. He is a terror to the 
moonshiners. 

A negro named McKoy, killed a young 
white man by the name of Memory in 
Bladen county. They were employed at 
a saw mill. The negro is said to have 
attacked Memory with a piece of timber, 
from which a spike projected, and again 
and again drove the latter tnto his vic- 
tim’s head and face. He fled as soon 
as he had killed Memory. Efforts to 
secure blood hounds to track the mur- 
derer failed.

ON WHITE STAR 


Shares of Great British Line 
To Be Exchanged for 
Shares of Combine. 


GOVERNMENT OF BRITAIN 
APPARENTLY POWERLESS 


Stated in the Commons That Board of 
Trade Can Not Require Dis- 
closure of the Details of 
the Transfer of Brit- 

ish Ship. — 


London, April 30.—The Shipping Gazette 
this afternoon says: 

“While it is perfectly true that the 
White Star Line has not been sold to 
the American syndicate and, that the 
present owners of shares retain their 
holdings, the statements made Saturday 
do not fully represent the real position. 
We are authoritatively informed that 
while there will.be no sale of White Star 
shares, there will be an exchange of these 
shares for those of the new company. 
In this way the financial interest of the 
White Star in the combine will be estab- 
lished. The two great German companies 
will, on the other hand, make no similar 
exchange of their shares for those cf 
the new company; but they will ented 
into an agreement, binding them for ten 
years, and renewable for another ten 
years, by which their. cooperation is se- 
cured. The simplest way of indicating 
the real position is to describe the com- 


panies concerned as entering into a pool- 
ing arrangement. It follows there will 
be no competition between them at the 
points where the individual steamship 
corporations have hitherto been more 
particularly identified.’’ 

The parliamentary committee, appoint- 
ed by the admiralty to consider the ques- 
tion of subsidies as affected by the new 
Atlantic shipping combine, and the best 
means of obtaining for the naval service 
auxiliary steamers of greater speed and 
efficiency than the ships now employed, 
will be presided over by the earl of 
Camperdown, a former lord of the ad- 
miralty. The other members of the com- 
mittee are Vice Admiral Fitzgerald, presi- 
dent of Byles, Captain Safford, R. N., 
and representatives of the treasury and 
postoffice. The committee will report on 
the modification necessary in existing 
contracts and what alteration in the 
present rate of subsidy will be necessary 
to prevent vessels passing to a foreign 
flag without tMe permission of the ad- 
miralty. 


of the board of trade, Gerald Balfour, 
replying to a question said the board had 
no power to requfre the disclosure of 
any agreement for’ the transfer of a 
British ship ‘to a foreign owner, nor to 
require the Whité Star Line or other 
fines which had'‘eritered into the American 
eombination to disclose the terms of their 
agreement with the American syndicate, 
or to produce any documents showing 
the status of the persons who, under 
the agreements, acquire a share in the 
control or a beneficial interest in the 
ships concerned. The effect of the ship- 
ping combination, he added, was engag- 
ing the serious attention of the British 
government. 

Replying to a question on the same 
topic, in the house. of commons today, 
the secretary of the admira'ty, Mr. Ar- 
ncld Forster, said the admiralty was of 
the opinion that the services of merchant 
cruisers should be continued, if compati- 
ble with reasonable expensditure. Such 
subsidies would not seriously affect the 
expenditure on fast cruisers, whose ser- 
vices could not be performed by mer- 
cantile cruisers. The government’s pres- 
ent arrangements gave it the power of 
utilizing, in war time, certain number of 
merchant steamers, and gave it a lien 
On steamers now being constructed.

FOR MURE CLERKS 


Urges That Crowded Condition 
of Postoffice Be Relieved 


Basement Will Doubtless Be Utilized 
Without Delay So as To Facili- 
tate the Distribution of 
Mail Matter of the 
Second Class. 


Postmaster E. F. Blodgett, of Atlanta, 
appeared before the postmaster general 
yesterday in Washington to urge that 
something be done at once to relieve the 
crowded condition if affairs at the post- 
office here. That the necessary relief 
will be accorded seems assured, but mh 
the meantime it is probable that the base- 
ment of the custom house will be util- 
ized for distributing the second class 
mail. This will give temporary relief, at 
least. 

The business of the Atlaata office has 
increased to such an extent that Mr. 
Blodgett hopes to be authorized to em- 
ploy ebght new clerks, six additional car- 
riers and extra clerks for the railway 
service in order to facilitate the distri- 
bution of the mail arriving from the north 
over the Southern early each morning. 
So well has he represented conditions 
that the department appears to have 
been impressed with the needs which Mr. 


Blodgett has suggested. 
The following special dispatch tells of 
the postmaster’s visit to the national 


capital: 

“‘Washington, April 28.—(Special.)—Post- 
master Blodgett, who reached Washing- 
ton this mormng, put in a busy day at 
the postoffice department in the interest 
of some important improvements in At- 
lanta’s postal service. In company with 
Colonel Livingston he was in conference 
with the postmaster general, First As- 
sistant Postmaster Wynne and different 
chiefs of divisions, arguing the necés- 
sities of the Atlanta office, and by his 
complete knowledge of the service he 
made a most excellent impression. 

“Among other needs he showed that 
the Atlanta office should have at least 
eight more clerks and that the carrier 
force should be increased by the addition 
of six carriers. 
chance to get these increases, to be ef- 
fective after July 1. He is also endeavor- 
ing to have an additional force of railway 
clerks put on the Southern train which 
arrives in Atlanta in th eearly morning 
in order that the mail carried by that 
train may be distributed by the time of its 
arrival. 

“He talked with the officials of the 
supervising architect’s division about the 
crowded condition of the building and 
the inadequacy of room at the disposal 
of the postoffice force. It is probable that 
temiporary relief will be furnished by 
making over the basement of the present 
building so that it can be utilized for 
distributing the second class mail. This 
is now used as a store room, but by 
equipping it with an electric elevator 
and with electric fans for summer it can 
be used for the purposes indicated,”’

Washington, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)— 
Congressman W. H. Fleming and Hon. 
T. W. Hardwick, candidates for congress 
from the tenth district, met in joint de- 
abte at Lincolnton today. The speaking 
was not characterized by anything sen- 
gational on the part of the speakers. 

Hardwick, in a speech of one hour and 
fifteen’ minutes, opened the debate. He 
said-he would not criticize Fleming for 
not leaving his congressfona! duties, but 
would eériticise him for harsh language 
ysed in the campaign. He spoke of Flem- 
ing’s language in saying that he had fal- 
sified eongressional records, declaring it 
unjust, but saffl he was satisfied with 
Fleming's apology. He does not want to 
be elected on the demerits of his oppo- 
nent, he said, but is rurming on the mer- 
its of views of his own. He said Flem- 
{ng’s annouticement for reelection dwelt 
only with his opponent, not with princi- 
ples. 

He criticised Fleming for submitting 
the matter of unjust criticism about the 
falsification of records to three arbitrators 
of his own choosing, but they said Flem- 
ing was right and had done everything 
expected of a gentleman. J 

He said Fleming’s friends had gone to 
the populists in the district and called 
him, Hardwick, the Boykin Wright of 
Washington county. On t@e other hani 
they tell the democrats that a debt of 
gratitude is due Augusta for defeating 
ion. Thomas E. Watson in 1892. 

If such charges would hold good he, 
Hardwick, would not get a vote in the 
entire district. The speaker wanted to 
leave out religion and wants a white pri- 
mary regardiess of past party affilia- 
tions. He will not encourage bitterness 
among white people. 

Refers to Single Issue. 

He referred briefiy to: the one issue 
between himself and Fleming, viz the 
negro suffrage, question. Said Fleming 
termed it a dead issue but overlooks the 
fact that none ‘of the states of the south 
had passed a bill disfranchising the negro. 
Said he had not promised if he reached 
congress, to have the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments of the constitution 
repealed, but does promise if elected to 
put Georgia on record as to the question 
and let the people of the north know 
of the condition of the negro in the south. 

He referred to Watson as the instigator 
of free rural delivery, who was laughed 
to scorn at first, but now all congress- 
men are espousing. the same thine. He 
said the people of Georgia would dis- 
franchise the negroes if givén an op- 
portunity, but the last legislature was 
tco cowardly to pass the bill. He said 
if the friends of Fleming could point to 
one thing Fleming had done for the good 
of all the people in the district he would 
retire from the race. Fleming had gotten 
legs rural free delivery than any con- 
gressman in Georgia, except the mem- 
ber from the first district, which district 
appeared not to want ft. Said Fleming 
had no influence in congress, (which re- 
mark brought forth derisive laughter) 
that he was the cause of Fleming's con- 
stituents getting more garden seed than 
usual. 

He severely criticised Fleming for his 
vote against his party in congressional 
ruling, charged him with printing speeches 
in The Congressional Record which were 
never delivered and said if he, Hardwick, 
was not elected, the tenth district would 
be without a representative in congress 
as the present representative was no 
leader among the democrats. 

Passing to his famous suffrage bill, the 


| speaker accused Fleming of helping to 
defeat it. He im 
Washington county had not -had a repre- 
sentative in congress in more than sixty 
years. He gaid the honor had gone te 
Richmond eightéen years in succession, 
and that Rieéhmond thinks -she owns the 
job. He ridiculed Fleming's ability, say- 
ing if a man like SteplHiens ‘or Toombs 
was running he would not aspire for the 
sition: 


Fleming Makes His Reply. 

Congressman Fleming, in a speech of 
one. hour and a half, said that he want- 
ed the people of the district ‘to be the 
judge of his work as a:member of con- 
gress; that all office holders get nothing 
but adverse criticism from those who 
want to get the office. He appealed to 
the common sense of the people, saying 
he did not own a seat in congress. 

Referring to the matter of ‘falsifying 
congressional records, he said Hardwick 
was talking about one thing afd he an- 
other. He said it was natural for him to 


but he did not remember such an occur- 
rence; that in looking over 25,000 pages 
of record it was very natural to overlook 
something. When he realized he had 
made a mistake, he wrote a manly card. 
His competitor construed the card as an 
apology. He was warned by a wise poli- 
tician not to write the card. He said 
some men would not have acted as his 
opponent did in this matter. He mention- 
ed the arbitration matter, saying he went 
to three men—a democrat, a populist and 
a republican—and stated the case. to 
them. With one accord théy said he had 
doite everything required. It remained 
for the gentleman from Washington to 
attack a hard-earned reputation. 

He said he had intended to remain at 
his post until his opponent said he was 
a nonentity, then, of course, he came 
home to defend himself. He spoke of re- 
ceiving free passes, saying it was some- 
thing new for a congressman to be at- 
tacked for not accepting them. 

He then spoke of his record in congress 
and said he could not convinoe Hardwick 
and did not expect to make the attempt. 
He said if Hardwick wanted to stand to 
his agreement he would get out of the 
race. He declared he had passed 
many Dills and not one has been fre- 
pealed. He spoke of his work in getting 
an appropriation for the State Normal 
and Industrial school, in procuring direct 
tax for school purposes, and that he had 
obtained more appropriations for the Sa- 
vannah river than all his predecessors 
combined. He denied saying the suff-tage 
question was a dead issue, and ridiculed 
the idea of repealing the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments. 

The speaker then touched upon the 
Crumpacker resolution, and also men- 
tioned the article he had written for The 
Washington Post, saying, with apologies 
to the audience, it had been highly com- 
plimented by learned men all over the 
country. 

Voted for Right Over Wrong. 

He appealed ty his audience by stating 
why he had voted against the party on 
the matter of ruling, saying he would 
rather follow conscience thian hold a seat 
in congress. His opponent admitted he 
had yoted right on party questions, but 
would have divided if he could. He did 
not want the records of congress falsified, 
and voted fer right against wrong and 
for the best interest of the .party. If 
the people wanted a man to vote against 
conscience, he was not that man. Hard- 
wick could wear the hat. He would not 
wear the party collar when it was wrong. 

He spoke feelingly of the charge that 
he had no standing or influence in con- 
gress. He would not ask for a certificate 
of charaxter and hnd never associated 
with a set of men from whom he could 
not command respect. He would not get 
on his Knees to ask for it, and had rather 
have the approval of his own conscience 
than a seat in congresg., 

He criticised Hardwickg for not declar- 
ing himself on the mo question. Re- 
ferring. again to the suffrag@ bill he said 
the Georgia legislature had too much 
sense to pass it and that Georgia man- 
aged the negro better than any other 
state. He ridiculed the grandfather 
clause in Hardwick's bill. 

The speaker next dealt with Hard- 
wick’s record in the legislature. He said 
opponent was on both sides of the char- 
ter railroad question; helped defeat the 
Willingham bill; voted for the dispensary 
bill and his record was one of failure 
from beginning to end and that now he 
asks the people of the tenth district to 
put him in the place of a man who had 
as fine a record as any member from 
Georgia-or the south, 

Hardwick Is Heard Again. 

Hardwick replied in a fifteen minutes’ 
speech. He said Fleming showed a spirit 
of intolerance that it wag always the 
case to speak a big I and little you. He 
declared himself against the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at 16 to l. 

He answered the charge of failure in 
the legislature by saying the measures 
were defeated by politicians. He ridi- 
culed Fleming for claiming to be such a 
genius. Both speeches were

An hour was 
spent at this institution and the party, 
in some twenty-five carriages, was driven 
about the principal streets of Montgom- 
ery. 

At 2 o’clock an informal luncheon was 
tendered the party at the rooms of the 
Commercial Association, where Captain 
J. M. Falkner welcomed the party to the 
city. Responses were made by Robert C.

FIGHTING 


NEGRO LAWYER BATTLES FOR 
ONE OF HIS RACE. 


Execution Is Stayed Indefinitely Be- 
cause Colored Man Was 
Not on Jury. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 2.—(Special.)— 
There is confined in the Georgetown jail, 
under death sentence, a negro barber 
named John Brownfield. He may remain 
in prison several years yet before he will 
know whether or not the sentence is to 
be executed or before the state courts 
can order its execution. The case is a 
péculiar one and a striking illustration of 
how the law may tie up a case. 

Brownfield killed J. C. Scurry, a deputy 
sheriff, at Georgetown; in 1900, which re- 
sulted in the riot trouble there, and 
which caused the govérnor to send sev- 
eral companies of the state militia to 
that place to protect the prisoner and 
preserve order. Finally the negro was 
brought to. trial and convicted of mur- 
der and sentenced to be hanged. 

His attorney, a negro named Whipper, 
appealed to the state supreme court. 
Pending the appeal the negro escaped 
from jail, but was so weak from con- 
finement he could not run and was quick- 
ly recaptured, 

Not long ago the state supreme court 
Sustained the circuit court and the ne- 
gro was ordered resentenced. Before a 
new day could be get for execution, 
Whipper appealed to the United States 
Supreme court, on the ground that there 
Was not a colored man on the jury, this 
acting as a stay of proceedings in the 
State court. It is problematical when 
the case will ever be reached in the 
United States supreme court. 

In the meantime the negro must re- 
main in jail, and no further step can be 
taken until a decision of the highest trib- 
unal in the United States is handed 
down,

[AUTOMATIC COTTON PICKING. 


A PITTSBURG MAN CLAIMS TO 
HAVE INVENTED MACHINE. 


Has Experimented for Ten Years 
and Declares That the Device 
Worked Successfully. 


Jackson, Miss April 28.—(Spectal.)—The 
first regular contract ever made in the 
world to pick cotton by machinery was 
closed in Greenville a few days since. 
The first experiment with the machine 
will be made on the Rosenstock planta- 
tion, in Washington county, next fall. 

A Pittsburg man, named Thomas R. 
Morris, is the inventor of the device, and 


ducting experiments in tbe vicinity of 
Greenville. He now claims that the 


device has been modeled on a practical | 


working basis, and feels confident that 
he will revolutionize the cotton picking 
industry of the south. 

The machine, he admits, is valueless 
except on the level uplands, low valleys 
and prairie grounds. Even if it should 
prove success with this limit, its effect 
on the labor question in the south will 
be very marked, as millions of dollars are 
expended each year for the labor em- 
plo@ed in cotton picking. 


THE WAGE SCALE IS RATIFIED. 


Slight Alterations Made by the Amal- 
gamated Association. 
Wheeling, W. Va., April 28.—Today was 
a busy day for the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation. Two interesting events occurred. 
One was the partial ratification of the 
wage scale committee’s report, and the 
other was the return of Thomas F. 
Flynn, the Federation of Labor organ-

Organizer Flynn’s return today has 
stirred up much ill-feeling among the 
dominant Shaffer element, and it seems 
assured he will not be given the privilege 
of the floor to defend his chief.

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TRIBUTE OF SANDERSVILLE. 


MEMORY OF BOYS IN GRAY IS 
HONORED. 


Eloquent Address Made by President 
leman, of Georgia Weekly 
Press Association.

Sandersville, Ga., April 28.—(Specfal.)— 
The feature of the Memorial day ob- 
servance here was the address of W. 8S. 
Coleman, of Cedartown, president of the 
Georgia Weekly Press Association. It 
was one of the ablest efforts ever known 


Mr. Coleman spoke in part as 


follows: 

“I congratulate you that the fervor 
and enthusiasm of southern feeling and 
pride, while in no sense sectional or nar- 
rowly selfish, have not lost their vigor 
during these thirty-seven years since the 
close of that unfortunate struggle, While 
standing yet in the shadow of its mis- 
fortuhes on the one hand, and living as 
we do in the fierce light of our country’s 
swift but happy rehabilitation on the 
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Ww. s. COLEMAN, of Cedar- 
town, Ga., who delivered eloquent 
memorial address in Sandersville. 
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other, there is enough and more in the 
lesson of today, not only for the sake of 
the dead, but for the comfort of the liv- 
ing and the hope of the future. 

“The southerner in history is a dis- 
tinctive character and our common coun- 
try owes so muth to his indiviuality 
and his section that we cannot be con- 
sidered selfish or sectional in rejoicing

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Our Common School Problem. 

The Constitution prints this morn- 
ing a letter from Mrs. W. H. Felton 
on certain phases of our public school 
probler. Mrs, Felton is always read 
with interest and her views consider- 
ed with the eminent respect to which 
they are entitled. 

Wea do not think Mrs. Felton will 
find it difficult to convince the intel- 
ligent people of Georgia that our pres- 
ent school] system is “inadequate.” If 
they did not believe that quite as 
strongly as she argues it they would 
not be anxi..s as they are and lib- 
eral as they are in their endeavors to 
improve it to the point of adequacy. 
The fact that they conz-_t to the ap- 
propriations now annually made, 
coupled with the fact that nearly every 
general assembly is urged to find even 
larger means for the support of the 
system, is proof that the people are 
ambitious to provide the best possible 
scheme of popular education that the 
state’s resources will permit. 

With respect to Mrs! Felton’s con- 
tention t. * much monc is practical- 
ly wasted by the creation of facilities 
for giving eaucation “to those who 
don’t want it, won’t have it :.nd can- 
not be forced to accept it,” there is 
much of interest that might be said. 
We content ourselves now with a repe- 
tition of the doctrine that the state 
is bound in duty to provide school fa- 
cilities for all of her children of school 
age who do want an education and 
who do not have to be forced to take 
it. It is notorious that our present 
Btate system is inadequate, even for 
that purpose, and it is no time to halt 
sentiment or endeavors while that con- 
dition exists. The strenuous aim of 
the friends of popular education in 
Georgia today is to get schools organ- 
ized and equipped sufficient in num- 
ber and long enough in annual opera- 
tion to give an effective education to 
all the children of Georgia that are 
willing and eager to take it. 

The real problem of today is to get 
the brains and business ability to so 
use our public school money and sys- 
tem asto give such children eight and 
‘ten months of schooling: gvery year, 
instead of three or four months of 
desultory teaching. It is upon that 
problem that we want light and help 
and enthusiasm from educational ex- 
perts and enlightened tax payers. 
Whatever aid in that direction the ex- 
perience and patriotism of so wise a 
woman as Mrs. Felton can render will 
be most timely and acceptable. 

The present sine qua non in Georgia 
is not a compulsory attendance law. 
That will come logically and legally 
when we shall have a school house on 
every hill top and in every settled 
community, in which competent teach- 
ers sit ready to give all who come to 
them consistent teaching for full an- 
nual terms of eight months, at least, 
during the lawful school age. The 
state is proceeding now upon the prin- 
ciple that whosoever will take an edu- 
cation should be given it. 

The practical thing’ for the friends 
of the public schools in Georgia to do 
now ig to encourage legislators, ad- 
ministrators and parents to improve 
the system up to .we point we have 
indicated. Errors, fads and extrava- 
gances should be exercised as thor- 
oughly as possible and every dollar 
gf the fund made productive of results. 
To do that requires patience, wisdom 
and patriotic self-sacrifice. 

But Georgians are adequate to meet 
those demands and The Constitution 
will always be found in the advance 
guard helping on the good work and 
cheering ali “«:< ace -cvntributing to 
the consummation—‘a goc' common 
school education for every Georgia 
child who wi:l take wr”

How To Kill the Beef Trust. 

The meat frust issue is already an 
issue of national extent and the peo- 
ple everywhere are insisting that 
“something must be done” to destroy 
a combination so cruel and rapacious. 
It has attacked the daily food of the 
people and done by a simple process 
of price control more evil than all the 
sumptuary laws ever sanctioned by ar- 
bitrary monarchs of medieval] times. 

President Roosevelt has come to 
the front with his accustomed rough- 
rider impetuosity and taken hold of 
the trust—by the tail instead of the 
horns! He has ordered his attorney 
general to proceed in the courts to re- 
strain, if the courts happen to be com- 
placent in the premises, the trust from 
doing all and sundry the acts by 
which they monopolize the food mar- 
ket of the nation and shove the prices 
out of the reach of the masses of the 
working people and the poor. : 

It is not for us to impugn for a mo- 

ment the sincerity of motive on the 
part of the president. We are not pre- 
pared as yet to say that he is making 
use of the occasion for a grand stand 
play having a great show of sympathy 
for the spoliated masses and only a 
stuffed club for the well-padded trusts, 
though if we wee going to make such 
a@ play upon our own part we would 
do about :s he is doing*—and no more! | 
For the trusts are not much afraid of 
the courts. They knew the Sherman 
law was on the statute-books and the 
courts were open and doing more or 
less business all over the land when 
they formed their combination, plen- 
ned their campaign and took the peo- 
ple by the throat! If they had thought 
their actions in any danger of pun- 
ishment from the courts. and their 
mighty capittl and plans in any jeop- 
ardy from the anti-trust law, such 
shrewd operators would not have 
dared them as they are doing. 
But, if the presiderit is serious and 
honestly concerned to deliver the peo- 
ple from this conspiracy against the 
masses, he has the remedy even in his 
hands. He is wise enoug: to know 
that the life of this trust, as of all 
others, is the tariff law that prohibits 
by exorbitant rates the importation of 
food product: into this country. He 
knows that Canada, Mexico and South 
America are teeming with cattle that 
are ready to leap through any open 
door that may be made for them into 
the United States and that their com- 
ing will be -he undoing of the trust. 
The first “bawl” of 4 Canadian ox or 
a Mexican steer from an American 
slaughter-pen would be the death 
Knell of the fresh meat combine! 

If the .-esident really wants to 
down the trust and make himself the 
hero of an emancipation of the people 
from its monopoly and robberies he 
should send a swift special message 
up to the capitol calling upon congress 
to promptly rcpeal the meat taxes! 
Let him urge that upon them as the 
urgent duty of the hour and promise 
to sign the bill at sight! .Such a mes- 
sage will not get into type in San 
Francisco before the Chicago combine 
will come off its perch with a bang 
that will jar the price$ of mea‘s down- 
ward from one end of the nation to 
the other! If the president means 
business let him do business—and the 
way to do it is to knock the founda- 
tions from under the trust by knocking 
out the taxes on which it rests!

We take it for granted that every 
one is interested in the steel industry, 
as it lies at the basis of much of our 
present-day material prosperity and is 
likely to play amJmportant part in the 
future development of this immediate 
section of the country, which contains 
fabulous deposits of iron ores. 

Glancing over the above tabulated 
statement, it appears that the number 
of open hearth furnaces is steadily 
increasing, despite the fact that’ the 
bulk of our American steel is still 
produced by what is known as the 
Bessemer process, and without under- 
taking to discuss the relative merits 
of the two methods, it looks as if open 
hearth furnaces may come into gen- 
eral use. Scores of them are now in 
process of construction both in this 
section and at the north,

Let the People Understand. 

Editor Constitution: J flatter myself you 
have had no more careful reader of your 
paper for a q er of a century than this 
scribe, and to show you how much I have 
been impressed I will quote a sentence from 
& magnificent editorial that appedred in The 
Constitution on December 30, i896. 

The subject of public schools was. before 
the state. The legislature had just appro- 
priated $1,000,000 by direct taxation on the 
industries of the people to support the public 
school system fcr each of the two succeed- 
ing years. This, added to the other funds 
drawn from other resources, supplied $1,600,- 
000 annually. : 

Various articles -in The Consti- 
tution, written by President Branson, Pro- 
fessor Abbott, Professor Branch, Dr. (now 
Bishop) Candler, Superintendents Evans and 
Dennis, with others, on this subject. 

The Constitution was reviewing the pam- 
phiet of Mr. Dennis at the time noted, and 
ome sentence wag so pertinent that I made 
@ note of it at the time. It was the fol- 
lowing: > 

“It is a subject that at once arrests and 
invites the attention of every citizen, and 
“0 matter how heated the discussion may be- 
come, the result of it cannot fail to benefit 
a ,improve ous present inadequate sys- 
em.’ 

Allow ime to sa; just now that I know 
the editor was a friend to public education 
when that sentence was written, and is also 
a friend to public education today. 

There are others of us who would rejoice 
to see an adequate system of common schools 
in Georgia today, but the fact remains, there 
is still an ‘inadequate system,’’ and per- 
haps the fault lies in the Bystem and must 
attend it, so Jong as the system is con- 
tinued—in its present shape. 


duty ot every patriot, as well as the privi- 
lege of every taxpayer, to examine into this 
public school subject, and to make this school 
system adequate to our needs if it is possible; 
otherwise, it is the part of wisdom and com- 
mon sense to replace the inadequate system 
by something better. 

Thg advice of Tho Constitution was very 
good. I thought so six years ago, and I 
have had no reason to change my mind con- 
cerning th. matter. 

We are face to face with conditions in 
the south which differ totally from conditions 
in any other part of the country. School 
systems which apply to northern or eastern 
states do not fit our necessities at all. 

In the first place, the vicissitudes of war 
impoverished the state of Georgia. The state 
is not financially able to cope with the ex- 
penditures of states Iike Massachusetts or 
Ohio, which fattened on civil war and made 
millions of dollars, when Georgia lost its 
millions. 

In Massachusetts and Ohio the scholar is 
made to attend school, or the parent and 
guardian suffers from fines and penalties. 

In Georgia there is no effort to make this 
education compulsory. The lazy and in- 
different parent will in nine cases out of ten 
allow the child to go or not go at its own 
sweet will. ; 

This difference is one of appalling magni- 
tude—when our conflict with illiteracy is tn- 
tensified by tepravity. 

We leave off th. pzrt of the system which 
is expected to do the work of education and 
confine our efforts to drawing our tax money 
to fay the teachers—which helps teachers, but 
not pupils. 

fhe teachrs must come in contact with the 
pupil to educate it, and nu honest, conscien- 
tious public school teacher in Georgia will 
d-ny the insurmountable hindrances which 
follow non-attendance in this country. 

We are pouring water on the sand, and 
the sand soaks it up—but the green crop fails 
to appear on the sand. 

It is simple idiocy to persist in pouring 
out this tax money--until the soil is made 
ready for the crop. The school should be 
ready and waiting for th® teacher before you 
and I should be taken by the throat and 
forced to pay the teacher--and the scholar 
should attend. 

Of all silly proceedings under the shining 
eun, it is this waste of tax money on those 
who con’t want it, won't have it and cannot 
be forced tc accept it. 

It is like sowing wheat on the big road, 
and expecting a crop at harvest time. 

No -:ndignation, or complaint or bluster 
should hinder the people of Georgia from 
app'ying.a remedy to this unhappy condition 
af affairs. 

Official figures siow us that less than 40 
per cent of Gecurgia’s school children attend 
school at all. I do not hesitate to say that 
the state should furnish brains and ability to 
apply the tax money to the proper place, or 
the state should be ashamed to rob its citt- 
zenship under false pretenses. 

Some years ago Lord Lansdowne made a 
notable spesch in Bristol, England. As sec- 
retary of war, he defended the enormous ex- 
penditures of his department and called for 
more money. 

Sir Michael-Hicks Beach, chairman of 
finance, rose in reply, and spoke thus: 

“If the war department cannot make bet- 
ter use of its money, it should not be clam- 
oring for more.”’ 

The Assocfhted Press reporter said: ‘‘Lora 
Lansdowne will likely whistle for his money.’’ 

Allow me to say our system should be sim- 
plified also. 

Every county is taxed to furnish school 
money, and every county should control its 
schools and disburse ‘ts tax money. 

There seems to be no good reason in the 
world for dumping this tax money into the 
state’s treasury when it must come back to 
the county to be disbursed and used, 

We need, of course, an office in the capitol 
where reports can be filed and accounts audit- 
ed--but this flood of school money in the At- 
lanta office is a temptation to extravagance 
and (with all due respect to past and present 
offcials) a tremendous political byreau, and 
@n opportunity for favoritism and combina- 
tions for or against f-tends and personal ene- 
mies. 

The system has worked exactly as other 
overgrown opportunities have developed—in 
nepotism and cliques and rings--if reports are 
correct. 

This is not the time to say anything about 
the education of negro children as white chil- 
dren are educated, but I do believe that 
Georgia should add up every dollar spent or 
appropriated for education in the state, no 
matter from what source it came or in what 
manner applied, or to whom given, and then 
divide the state’s fund pro rata according to 
population, to make things even up. 

It is getting intolerable to see floods of out- 
side money poured into the state to make the 
negrc equal to the waite man, and then run 
a figure 2 through the white man’s taxes to 
make the negro child as learned as the white 
child, in our public schools. 

After thirty years of such trial the time 
has come for charity to begin at home. When 
negroes are given millions, do something more 
for the white children and even up the oppor- 
tunities. 

We need manhood in Georgia about as 
much as we need school books and school 
teachers. 

When a Massachusetts congressman  an- 
nounced his willingness to force social equal- 
ity with negroes on the whites of the south, 
last Monday, I then felt that the time had 
come for the whites of the south to insist on 
a partition of school money, according to the 
real facts and figures in the case. There will 
be no difficulty in makiag & balance sheet 
of amounts appropriated by all institutions lo- 
cated in the state. Let Georgia awake to her 
duty!

MEMORIAL DAY ADDRESS 


» 


The Constitution printed on Sunday @ 
brief synopsis of the Memorial day ad- 
dress of John Temple Graves in Afianta 
on Saturday. 

The words of the eloquent orator were 
taken stenographically and the full ad- 
dress as delivered is presented as fol- 
lows: . 

For fifty years England has borne the he- 
roic horsemen of Balaklava her heart. For 
three decades France has ‘remembered the 
brave but unfortunate soldiers of Sedan. And 
when an hundred years have rolled away 
these April flowers shall find us here among 
them secking their white hearts and their 


4 crimson colors to voice a deathiess devotion to 


the confederate dead. 

In riper witness I have come to know that 
we-love these brave men better because they 
failed. If they had won, if they had been 
victorious, if they had died upon successful 
battle flelds, if they had come home crowned 
with lavrels and comforted with the pen- 
sions of a triumphant government, we might 
have lef: them more to the measure of their 
fame and to the splendor of their victories. 

But the furled flag that falle across these 
silent mounds has draped death in the dig- 
nity of tragedy. It has lifted the halo of 
martyrdom above the convictions that pledged 
their honesty in blood; and in the unspeak- 
able sympathy which works fellowship in 
sorrow, in suffering, and defeat, we have 
locked these hero martyrs in our hearts for- 
ever. 

Tribute to Woman. 

I do not think that men, if left to them- 
selves, would have so long sustained the 
celebration of this holy day. The love and 
the loyalty that weaps the lost finds its no- 
blest shrine in woman. In women’s hearts 
sentiment never dies and heroic memories 
make no surrender. 

The daughter of Dixie {fs the preserver of 
the faith. She has builded a well in the wil- 
G2rness of commerce. She has made an oasis 
in the desert of trade and here in this sacred 
ceremony she has lifted one last and lingering 
altar of sentiment in the cold but splendid 
temple dedicated to mammon and mate- 
rial gain. 

Men may die and systems change, but the 
woman of the south holds an unshaken faith 
through passing years. She gave her heart 
and her hope in 1861 to the cause that ‘“‘rose 
without shame and fell without dishonor,’’ 
and for thirty-seven years she has fed the 
fires of this altar, pure as a vestal virgin and 
loyal as the priestess who, in the failure of 
a sacrifice, offered herself upon the altar of 


her love. Serving without seeking, loving 
without leaving, remembering without 
hating, baptized in tradition, consecrated 


through suffering, perfect in faith and glo- 
rious in the good works, she is today, as she 
was in the beginning, unchanged and un- 
changing, loving and loyal, unfeigned and un- 
fearing, UMawed, unrepentant and—please God 
—unreconstructed forever! 

With a reference that can find no voice in 
words, we ralute the constancy with which 
southern women keep loyal watch above the 
graves of these confederate dead. And with 
all our hearts, with all ovr traditions, with 
ell our tender memories and with all our 
overflowing love, we join them in this bivouac 
which their deathless devotion makes on this 
consecreted ground. The faith is worthy of 
the vigil, and the priestess is not less noble 
than her shrine. 

The south today from Richmond to the Rio 
Grande is studded with the graves jof sol- 
diers. They fell on fields of battle /ighting 
for the principles and convictions of the sot] 
from which they came. We love them. We 
honor them. We call-them heroes because 
they are dead—because they died for us, And 
we love, honor and praise them justly. They 
did gallant ceeds. They reflected the luster 
of southern heroism through all ages and 
into every land. They illustrated the cour- 
age and chivalry of the south in blood drops 
that have empurpled every field from Austin 
to Appomattox. They fought like Ions; they 
endured like martyrs, and thcy bore the tat- 
tered flag of the sovereign states through 
gloom and joy, through sunshine and through 
storm, with an heroic feith, a matchless pa- 
tience. a splendid patriotism that will live 
as long as the fame of Jackson and the name 
of Lee. (Great applaure.) 

I have not one heart throb that does not 
do them honor. There is no act of homage 
that I would not esteem it a privilege to 
offer to the soldiers and the leadcrs of this 
illustrious company. 

If I held the keys of the new world’s West- 
mirster I would build a stately mausoleum 
where, free from criticism and secure from 
blame, might repose the ashes of the stain- 
less gentleman who lived and diéd, first and 
last president of the confederate states. 
(Applau, e.) 

If I could rob nature cf the richest floral 
crown she wears, I would lay the fragrant 
emblem upon the glorious dead who fell on 
old Manassas’ plain. 


crown the martyred warriors of Gcttysburg. 

If, reaching t> these shadowy clouds, I 
could catch a whispering wind and sooth its 
murmur to music sweet, I would mingle with 
the sad echoes of Chancellorsville a miserere 
that would wing its way to Jackson's soul 
in heaven.. 

If I could sweep the harp strings of my 
jarring spirit, with miaster hand, and tune 
its discord to divinest melody, I would chant 
seraphic requiem above the innumerable, un- 
distinguishable host ef southern dead; and~— 

' Ah, if in song or speech, 

In major or minor key, 
I could to the end of ages reach, 
I would whisper the name of Lee, * 


Old Grudges Are Dead. 

Ladies and gentemen, there must be no 
word of politics spoken in tho city of the 
dead. But the plea of patriotism rises ap- 
propriate above these gallant graves. In 
all the world there is no nobler place than 
this to pledge anew our loyalty and devo- 
tion to our ¢ountry and its laws. If this is 
not our eountry, we have go country; and if 
it ig our country, i* is treason not to love it, 
and to love itt all. 

The men who sleep here were the best and 
the bravest Americans that ever lived, They 
did not fight in bitterness. They did not die 
in hate. War is the conflict of ideas and 
not of individuals. The things that frown 
at each other across the embattled lines are 
issuce, not men, and the derth grapple of the 
battle field is never in these modern times an 
expression of personal malice but the flerce 
arsertions of opposite and antagonistic con- 
viction. ; 

Foolish, therefore, uncivilized and inhuman, 
to perpetuate for a day in peace the bitterness 
that sped the Vets in battle. It is the 
mark of a smal) sou] and of a narrow mind 
to carry into the calm of industry the flerce- 
ness of faction that was once exprersed in 
stri‘e. 

“And the gallant Americans who fought for 
the flag of the union or followed the fortunes 
of Lee, shot out all their bitterness under the 
smoke of their lifted guns. The bases of 
peace pulsed in their thearts after every bat- 
tlefield that they baptized with their patriot 
blood; and the platform of reunion wae writ- 
ten in these patriot bosoms long before the 
boom of the cannon had died upon the last 
, expression of strife. 

The cause for which these gray immorta!s 
fought was not lost and is not dead. 

It was not elavery. Slavery was but the 
irritant that set these antagornistic forces at 
each others’ throats. 

The cause for the war—born with the con- 
stitution and flourishing amid factions which 
interpreted it—the rankling idea that fretted 
for a century was the nature of the govern- 
ment framed by the fathere—consolidation 
against the federal idea; centralized govern- 
ment against the idea of local independence; 
the central and indissofuble union against fhe 
sovereign and indestructible states! 

With the argument on this issue exhausted 
by Webster and Cathoun the appeal was to 
arms. The iesue insoluble in reason had to 
be tested in blood. One.miilion of Americans 
died upon the altar of division and $12,000,- 
000,000 of money was sacrificed to the ex- 
periment of the sword, 

Numbers, and numbers only, could decide a 
battle royal of American valor. 

In the providence of God and by the weight 
ot numbers the decision fell in favor of the 
federal] idea. But the foreman of the martial

| soldier, and the verdict re Ulysses Grani 
returned at the point of hie sword actually 
Preserved the rights of the states! 

Strange and beautiful paradox of revolution— 
that a verdict rendered by the victor should 
conserve the contention of the vanquished; 
and that an issue unsolved by reason and 
unsettled by war should be healed by a hero 
who, in the express terms of eurrender, wrote 
with his sword a final verdict for an indis- 
solube union of indestructible states! 

We have today a reunited country not be- 
cause of the forgiven sins of either section, 
but because both sections have long since 
recognized the right and the justice of the 
other’s contention, and that both contentions 
were necessary for the preservation of our in- 
stitutions; that the states must be protected 
in their rights, and the federal government re- 
Spected in its constitutional sphere. 

So that this great conflict—the tragedy of 
nations, with its blood, its travail and its 
tears, has, in the providence of God, worked 
out the final evolution of a political and con- 
stitutional problem. It has consummated a 
certain and definite sphere for the state and 
the federal government. 

The quest§n of destroying. the etates or of 
dissolving the government can never arise 
again. Bull Run and Gettysburg, Manasas 
and Appamattox have builded in blood a 
monument to this perpetual compact. 

The doctrine of the indestructibility of the 
states is as sacred now in the firesides of 
Massachusetts as to the sons of South Car- 
Olina. And Georgia, henceforward, will hon- 
or and adore, as loyally as New England, the 
Starry flag that etands for a fixed and in- 
dissoluble union! ‘ 


Reunited Country. 


As we were divided by one war so we were 
united by another. It has been worth the war 
with Spain for you and I, veterans and sons 
of veterans, to have witnessed the complete 
and practical unification of our country. Not 
in sixty years, not in seventy years—ecarcely 
since. the constitution was born—have we been 
as united and as harmonious as we are today! 

Beautiful the scenes of unity which have 
just been painted upon the canvas of our 
country’s hietory: Sons of confederate veter- 
ans and sons of union soldiers marching with 
locked step against a common enemy while 
brass bands of union regiments blew their 
breath in jéyous currents through the mar- 
tial strains of ‘‘Dixie.’’ Battle flelds in for- 
eign countries baptized with the blood of the 
blue and the blood of the gray shed in crim- 
s0n sacrifice to the sentiment of a national 
honor. Old Joe Wheeler, that brave old con- 
fecerate horseman, fairly blazing in blue as 
he led the union cavalry down the crimson 
slope of San Juan; a grandson of Lincoln and 
@ grandson of Grant serving gallantly and 
gladly on the staff of the Virginia gentleman 
who, in 1865, wore the uniform of a confed- 
erate general, and the historic name of Fitz- 
hugh Lee, Hobson and Bagley and Winship 
and Blue, of the best blood of the old south, 
glorifying by their courage and daring, and 
two of them by their patriot deaths, the hero 
traditions of the new republic. While every- 
where the flower and chivalry of the new 
south, wrapping in the folds of the Spangled 
Banner the faded ‘‘jacket of gray’’ which was 
their heritage of heroism, and bearing in their 
records the last expression of a loyal faith, 
have come with confident lips-and beating 
hearts to say: 

‘“‘Hear! If our fathers sought with glorious 
honesty to dissolve the union, we have fought 
with not less signal courage to maintain the 
honor of our country’s flag.’’ , 

In the midst of scenes like these we do not 
need to be told that this is indeed one coun- 
try—our country, looking through eyes of com- 
mon faith and hope to the eplendors of a 
surpassing future. 

Saluting the Flags. 

Ladies and gentlemen, as I sink into silence 
with the setting sun, let me ealute the colors 
that surround me: 

First, that dear old flag of tender memories, 
battle-scarred and grimed with glory, conee- 
crated jin heroic convictions and furled for- 
ever upon an issue never to be reopened. 

And then, in the spirit of this happy day, 
let us salute that other flag that carries all 
the glory of the present and all the hope and 
} promise of the future—the flag of our country, 
the flag of our fathers, and now, please God, 
our flag forever. 

It is the symbol of liberty and progrees and 
wherever it streams men must and shall see 
daybreak bursting on the world. 

Not another flag in history has such a mis- 
sion as that or goes forth to carry euch tid- 
ings upon land and sea. It is the banner of 
dawn, the flag of the morning, the emblem 
of peace, the symbol of Ifberty—the unbought, 
unshamed, unconquered, glorious—over all vic- 
torious—Star Spangled Flag of the free. 

As we behold it streaming here—we who are 
veterans and the sons of veterane—we who 
are American citizens, too—with one. blood 
pulsing in veins unclotted by a single bitter 
memory—can take it to our thearts and lift It 
high above our heads, and thank God that ft 
waves at last above a reunited country, with 
its white stripe breathing peace, its red stripe 
pulsing kindred, and the azure radiant with 
stars which epeak the providence that makes 
us—now and forever—one people—in this great- 
est republic of the world.

WRECKED VESSEL IS SIGHTED. 


Schooner B. R. Woodside, with Masts 
Gone, Prey to Waves. 
Norfolk, Va., Apri] 28.—Captain MeDon- 
ald, of the United States collier Sterling, 
which arrived at this port today, reports 
that about 5 o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing, April 26, in latitude 30.50 north and 
longitude 72.24 west, he sighted the wreck 
of the schooner B. R. Woodside. The 
vessel was a total wreck and wag drift- 
ing helplessly about. Her masts were 
gone, with the exception of the foremast 
and jibboom. 
No signs of the crew of the schooner 
were visible and nothing is known as to 
their fate. It is supposed from the ap- 
pearance of the vessel that they were all 
washed overboard and drowned during 
the heavy gales which prevailed. 
Captain McDonald tried to set fire to 
the vessel, 80 as to remove her from the 
path of passing vessels, but found it im- 
possible to do so. Her decks were 
awash, and she is a helpless derelict.

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GOVERNOR ODELL VISITS 


GOVERNOR ALLEN CANDLER 


Congressman Adamson Denies Interview==Governor 
May Borrow Money--Anti-Estill Club Is 
Formed--Political Gossip. 


HE governors of the two empire states 

—north and south—met at the capitol 
for a short while yesterday and discussed 
Matters that would naturally be suggest- 
ed at such a meeting. 

Governor B. B. Odell, Jr., of New York, 
accompanied by T. E. Elisworth, presi- 
Gent of the New York senate, and his 
military secretary, Major Marion Kerr 
Bird, called on Governor Candler at the 
executive office during the morning. The 
two governors exchanged cordial greet- 
ings and expressed their mutual pleasure 
in the meeting. 

The time was spent peasantly, princi- 
pally in the discussion of points of simi- 
larity and of difference in the govern- 
mental systems of the two states over the 
affairs of which they preside. Governor 
Odell expressed much gratification over 
his trip through the south, and said that 
he had met with many surprises’ in the 
evidences of rapid progress which were 
presented to him on every hand. 

At 1 o’clock Governor and Mrs. Candler 
went to the Aragon for Governor and 
Mrs. Odell, and the party drove out to 
the residence of Justice Samuel Lumpkin, 
where they were entertained at lunch. 
Justice Lumpkin met Governor Odell some 
time ago in New York, and both were 


very glad to renew a pleasant acquaint- | 


ance, 

Yesterday afternoon at 4:20 o’clock Gov- 
ernor Odell and his party left the city 
via the West Point Route for New Or- 
leans, to continue their trip through the 
south and west. During the day the gov- 
ernor and members of his party were 
driven around the city inspecting the 
water works system and other points 
of interest. Governor Odell declined to 
discuss politics for publication. He said 
he did not expect to be back in New York 
before the end of May. 


ADAMSON DIDN’T SAY IT. 

RECENT dispatch from Washington 
A published in The Savannah Morning 
News put Congressman Adamson of the 
fourth congressional district in the posi- 
tion of supporting Colonel J. H. Estill 
in his race for governor, or had that ef- 
fect at least, in that it quoted Congress- 
man Adamson as saying there was no 


doubt that Colone] Estill would carry the 


fourth district. 

It appears now that the interview was 
erroneous. The indications are that it 
was based on some unverified report, be- 
cause it has been emphatically denied and 
repudtated by Congressman Adamson. 
Several telegrams have been received in 
Atlanta from Congressman Adamson in 
which he states he made no such state- 
ments and gave out no such interview as 
was attributed to him. 

The purported interview, after compli- 
ménting Colonel Estill in high terms, con- 
tains this statement: ‘‘According to the 
reports that I get, I would not be sur- 
prised if he carried my district.”’ 


One of the telegrams on the subject | 


was addressed to Hon. Warner Hill,. cam- 
paign manager for Mr. Terrell, and is*as 
follows: 

‘‘Have read alleged interview, which I 
utterly repudiate. Washington corre- 
spondent has wired correction to Morning 
News. W. C, Adamson.” 

The fourth district being Mr. Terrell’s 
home district and Congressman Adamson 
and Mr. Terrell being warm personal 
friends, the publication of the interview 
caused them both considerable surprise 
and chagrin. Congressman Adamson says 
he has never dreamed that Colonel Estill 
would carry the fourth district, and he 
wants it clearly understood that he never 
made any such statement. 


A special to The Constitution from

WANTS TREASURY STATEMENT. 
OVERNOR CANDLER has called on 
State Treasurer Park for a statement 

showing the condition of the state treas- 

ury on May 1, and this statement will 
probably be completed at the close of 

business tomorrow, April 30. 

The governor is anxious to know just 
what he can do with reference to paying 
the school teachers of the state. It is 
pretty well settled that there is not 
money enough in the treasury to make 
the second payment on the present year, 
and in order to do it Governor Candler 
will have to borrow under the authonty 
given him in the constitution. The state- 
ment of the treasury’s condition wil! 
show him just how much money there is 
on hand that can be used for the purpose 
of paying the teachers, and how much 
he will have to borrow to make up the 
difference. It is expected the governor 
will have to borrow, at least $100,000, or 
thereabouts, in order to make the pay- 
ment.

T is expected that Hon. J. M. Terrell

The appeal from Judge New- 
man’s decision in the case of the Louls- 
ville and Nashville against Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright, in which the court 
granted an injunction to prevent ‘the col- 
lection of taxes on the $1,500,000 stock of 
the Western of Alabama Railway Com- 
pany held by the Georgia railroad, has 
already been filed there, and it is stated 
the case will probably come up for a 
hearing on the date named.

Made a Speech in the Police Court at 
Negro’s Trial. 


HE WANTED JUSTICE DONE 


Senna 


Said He Believed Police Officer Had 
Acted with Spieen—Police Board 
May Investigate.

Rev. R. O. Flynn, pastor of the North 
Avenue Presbyterian church, appeared in 
the recorder’s court yesterday afternoon 
in defense of John Armstead, his negro 
cook, 

Armstead had been arrested by Officer 
Blackstone on Peachtree street Saturday 
night about 11 o'clock, first, for having 
a suspicious looking bundle at a late hour 
of night, and, second, on the charge of 
being intoxicated. The negro had been 
sent off by*his employers to get a bundle 
of clothes for a negro woman who was 
acting in Dr. Flynn’s home as a sick 


nurse. / 

The officer was late getting into court 
yesterday, and the case was heard in 
his absence. Dr. Flynri took the stand 
and said he Wanted. as an American citi- 
zen, to see justice done. 
| “Tf this negro is guilty, your honor,” 
gaid the preacher, “I wish as much 4s 
this court and the police to see him 
punished; but if he has been imposed 
upon by a policeman who acted with 
spleen, because he had the law and the 
power to do so to a defenseless negro. 
then I want him singled out from among 
a noble body of men who are paid by 
the tax payers of this city to give us 
protection. I have been informed that 
this negro was sent off on an errand 
from my home late -at night, and when 
he was returning he was stopped by 
the officer. [{ honor the officer for doing 
this, but the negro told him that he was 
gent out, and was then 50 yards from my 
residence, where his story could have 
beéh easily verified. The officer should 
have made the demanded investigation. 
While waiting for the blackmariah the 
prisoner met a friend, ,and that friend 
conveyed the news of his arrest to my 
home. The woman who owned. the 
clothes went to the officer and proved 
that the bundle was hers, af®i it was 
given to her. The prisoner then asked to 
be released, but the officer, so I have 
been informed, said no, and remarked to 
the wagon driver: ‘Take this black rascal 
along anyway, for he is drunk.’ I want 
justice, if this court please, done to this 
prisoner, and I: also want it meted out 
to the officer if he has superceded his 
authority.’’ 

A witness who knew the prisoner a 
lohg while stated that Armstead stam- 
mered and walked lame, and when ex- 
cited appeared as if drunk. 

This threw considerable light on the 
case, and the recorder remarked that 
that probably exonerated the cfficer. 

In deciding the case Recorder Broyles 
said he would dismiss the charges 
against Armstead, and if Dr. Flynn wish- 
ed to proceed against the officer he could 
see the chief of police and have the board 
of commissioners investigate the matter 
thoroughly. 

Chief Ball heard of the case, and had 
a talk with Dr. Flynn. 

Officer Biackstone is one of the most 
| careful members of the force, and those 
who know him say he would be as far 
from taking advantge of a prisoner as 
any officet-in the police department .

BROWN ROT DOING DAMAGE. 


Peach Trees All Over the State Have 
Been Attacked, but Crop 
Will Be Fair. 

Brown rot has attacked the peaches 
in many orchards of the state, says 
State Entomologist W. M. Scott, and 
the crop will suffer to a considerable 
extent as a result of it. However, the 
crop, Mr. Scott thinks, will be a fair 
one, though not as large as last year 
and the year before. 

The older trees have produced two big 
crops in succession and they need a 
rest, Mr. Scott says. But the new trees 
will bear well this year and there will 
be considerable fruit. “Probably one- 
fourth or more of the’ crop that was 
expected a few weeks ago will be de- 
stroyed by the brown rot and curculio, 
which is the worm. that eattacks the 
peach. 

The only orchard which has been de- 
stroyed by brown rot, Mr. Scott says, 
is that of John M. Stubbs, of Laurens 
county, an account of which was re- 
cently given in The Constitution. In 
this orchard the peaches on 30,000 trees 
were destroyed and there wil not be 
enough left to make a single crate.

Commission To Be-Issued to Lieut. Col.

HE MAY BE CHOSEN COLONEL 


Colonel Woodward’s Retirement Has 
Been Held Up Pending the 
Issuing of a Commission 
to the Lieutenant 
- Colonel. 


Within the next few days a commis- 
sion as leutenant colonel of the Fifth 
regiment infantry will be issued to Cap- 
tain Clifford L. Anderson, and at the 
same time the resignation of Colonel Park 
Woodward will be accepted. 

It will be remembered that Cotonel 
Woodward sent in his resignation and 
request for retirement some months ago, 
but it was held up by Governor Candler 
until the lieutenant colonel could stand 
his examination, qualify and receive \his 
commission. 

Captain Anderson stood his examination 
several days ago, as did alsé Captain 
V. H. Shearer, who has been elected major 
of the Fifth regiment. These examina- 
tion papers are now in the hands of Col- 
onel E. D. Huguenin, of Macon, a member 
of the examining board, and it is expect- 
ed they wil) reach the office of the adju- 
tant general within the next two or three 
days, as it has been about ten days since 
these officers appeared before the board. 

When Lieutenant Colonel Anderson’s 
commission is issued Colonel Woodward 
will be retired, and the former will at 
once take charge of the regiment. 

It will then devolve upon the regiment 
to elect a colonel. The only officer so 
far mentioned prominently in connection 
with that place is Lieutenant Colonel 
Anderson, and many believe that he will 
succeed Colonel Woodward.

A Great Crowd at the Coliseum Sees

The town, or at least that part of it 
that could get inside the Coliseum, last 
night went Walthour wild. In addition 
to the fact that he defeated two of the 
best men in the countgy, he smashed the 
world’s record for 10 miles. The record 
for 10 miles on an indoor track was, up 
to last night, 16 minutes 24 seconds, but 
when Walthour crossed the tape the 
record for distance was 16 minutes 1 
second. 3 

Those who went to the Coliseum last 
night knew that the champion had un- 
dertaken something hard to do in at- 
tempting to defeat both Leander and 
Freeman. In spite’ of the fact that it 
was looked on as a hard job, there were 
few who did-not believe that Walthour 
could do it, and the vast crowd present 
was evidence that -the people thought 
there was something doing, and they 
were nct disappointed. There was some 
dispute as to how far Walthour beat his 
two opponents. The scorers figured that 
he gained nine laps in the 10 miles. Many 
in the audience had him ten and even 
twelve laps ahead. Leander’s manger de- 
clared that it wag only five laps; but, no 
matter how far it was, it was an ‘over- 
wh<t!lming defeat, and he passed the men 
that were trying to defeat him with such 
rapidity that it was impor@ible to tell 
just how far he was ahead at the end. 
Walthour rode like a machine. Never 
for an Instant did he waver behind his 
pace. At one time the race got so warm 


, for Freeman that he could not keep up 


with his motor, but Walthour was cal’¢ 
ing for moré pace all the time. 
The Champion Kept Cool. 

While Leander and Freeman appeared 
to be straining every muscle and riding 
as if their lives depended on the result, 
Walthour seemed cool, and looked as if 
he weré out for a pleasure ride. Little 
Lawson sat on his puffing motor like a 
wooden man, every now and then his 
hand would go down to the valve and 
the thing would seem, to take on new 
life. Faster and faster it would fly 
around the* oval, but Walthour only 
Smiled, and moved on as if he were 
coupled to the machine. As he would 
dash by one of his opponents the crowd 
would yell a little touder, and the band 
would plav, and tHen there would be 
more speed. 

That was one remarkable fegture of 
the race. From the very start there was 
a perfect roar of applause. Never once 
during the sixteen: minutes did that: roar 
ecase; as Walthour would pass his ‘Op- 
ponents the noise would grow in volume. 
then as he would pass again it would 
Seem to increase. It was deafening, it 
was exciting, it was wild. 

A Perfect Start. 

When the race started it was announced 
that Lawson would pace Walthour Ben- 
nett paced Leander, and Turville paced 
Freeman. Freeman was scheduled td ride 
the first two miles and then Leander was 
tc cut in for the next two. The start 
was perfect; both men were exactly on 
the starting line, but just-as soon as the 
pistol] fired Lawson reached dewn for that 
mysterious-little valve and with a rush 
the champion went after his mean. Then 
the crowd went wild, it saw what was 
coming, it knew that Freeman and ‘Lean- 
der were doomed to. defeat. Before the 
first mile was over Walthour had passed 
Freeman. Before the second mile was 
over Freeman lost his pace, and while he 
was straining like a wild man to recover, 
Walthour shot by him again. When 
Leander came out Walthour was some 
two or three. laps to the good. When 
Leander caught his pace and settled to the 
race he was some thinty feet ahead of 
Walthour, but in a very 
the champion had passed him and was 
going like a cyclone ‘@fter another lap. 
It took just about a.mffe for Walthour to 
gain that entiré lap and when he passed 
Leander the second time it seemed as if 
the building would be shaken to pieces 
with the cheering. After that Walthour 
settled down to a wonderful speed. He 
passed first Leander and then Freeman 
so fest that it was impossible to tell how 
much he was gaining. The last mile of 
the race was the prettiest of all. When 
the pistol fired for the last of the ten 
miles Walthour was slightly ahead of 
Leander and when Lawson, reached for 
more speed it was evident that he was 
going to try and gain another lap. As 
they dashed into the last lap Walthour 
was almost up with Leander and in a 
wonderful burst of speed he crossed the 
tape even with his opponent 

For fully five minutes the roar con- 
tinued. When Bobby dismounted in front 
of the box in which his wife and chil- 
dren were seated his little girls passed 
two large bouquets over to him. Then 
the crowd yelled some more. Bobby 
cashed up the track to his family and as 
Re kissed one of his little ones she pinned 
a rose on his bosom.

GRANITE COMPANY SUES. 


Maine Concern Brings Action Against 
the Venable Construction 
Company. 

The trial of a case, involving an in- 
teresting issue, was begun before Judge 
William T. Newman in the United 
States court yesterday. The case is 
that of the United States for use of the 
Blue Hill Granite Company, of Maine, 
against the Venable.

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RAILWAY NOTES. 


Captain W. G. Raou!. 

The last issue of The Railway Age 
contains a half tone of Captain W. G. 
Raoul, who has recently been elected 
president of the National Railroad of 
Mexico, and says: 

“The organization of the Natfonal 
Railroad of Mexico, which was incorpor- 
ated recently to take over the Mexican 
National and the Mexican International, 
has been completed, and R. G. Raoul, 
for many years president of the Mexi- 
can National, has been elected presi- 
dent of the new company. Mr. Raoul 
was born in Louisiana on July 4, 1843, 
and began his railway career in March, 
1872, as assistant roadmastef® on the 
Central of Georgia. He continued in the 
service of that road until January, 1887, 
holding successively the positions of 
Troadmaster, division superintendent, 
general superintendent, Montgomery and 
Eufaula branch, vice president and pres- 
ident, his election to the last named 
office taking place in January, 1883. He 
resigned in January, 1887, and the fol- 
lowing April was elected president of 
the Mexican National. The latter road 
is now controlled by Speyer & Co., of 
New York, and the stupendous task of 
changing its 1,334 miles of narrow gauge 
track to standard gauge has been 
undertakens A complete readjust- 
emnt of the finaces of the com- 
pany has been made and the Mexican 
International has been acquired, with 
its 848 miles of line. That Mr. Raoul 
should be retained at the head of the 
enlarged system is.a fitting -tribute to 
the ability he has displayed during the 
fifteen years he has had charge of the 
property.” 


The Plant-Coast Line Deal. 

President R. G. Erwin, of the Plant 
Investment Company, is quoted as say- 
ing that the recent sale of the Plant 
system of railways to the Atlantic 
Coast Line will cause very few changes 
in the traffic and operating organiza- 
tion of the Plant oads.

Valuations Placed on the Property

Year. 

The tax returns of the Seaboard Air 
Tine Railway Company were received 
yesterday by Comptroller General W. A.

He has 
several sources of information with re- 
gard to railroad values and he is look- 
ing forward to some big increases this 
year. . 

“I shall go slow,’’ said Captain Wright 
yesterday, “about accepting any returns 
which were not submitted to arbitration 
last year. They will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated first. Where arbitrations were 
had last year, however, I will, as a gen- 
eral rule, accept the valuations made on 
that basis.’’
